I fay moft certain, Sir, becaufe there 
is no one of the great Potentates of 
Europe, whofe Intereft can fo con- 
ftantly and fo invariably coincide 
with the Intereft of Great Britain, 
as that of the Houle of Aufria. 
Even the Dutch we cannot naturally 
be fo fure of; becaufe many Dif-

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RINCE Charles of Lorrain having 

marched up the Rbine, with the Aufrian 
Army under his Command, as far as Old 
Brifact, as mentioned im our laft, the French 
took all poffible Means to prevent his be ng 
able to pafs that River. and on the 18ch paft, 
Marbhal Caigny, one of their beft Generals, 
arrived and took upon him the Command of 
their Army theo under Count Saxe, which 
was intended to watch the Motiors of Prince 
Charles, and oppofe bis Paflage. As it is very 
difficult, if not impofiible, unlefs by Surprize, 
to pafs fuch a great River in the Face of an 
oppofing Army equally numerous, Prince 
Charles mace fevera) Marches and Counter- 
marches op and down that River upon the 
Weft Side, and was always clofely attended 
by M. Coigny on the Eaft, fo that the two 
Armies often cannonaded each other, there 
being nothing but tte River between them. 
At laft, upon the 24th of laft Month, the 
former having comple'ed and thrown over a 
Bridge to the IMand of Rbinmarck, fituated 
near the French Side of that River, and from 
which the Freach bad a Bridge of Communi- 
cation, a Body of 7 or 8000 Men paffed over 
at Midnight to that Hand, which they took 
Poffeffion of without Oppofition, and foon 
after detached 2 or 3000 Men, who, not- 
withftanding ali the Fire of the Enemy, 
pafied over their Bricge, and took Poft upon 
the French Side of that River a little above 
Fort Mortier. 
Waldeck was fent with a large Detachment 
to attempt a Paffage near Rbineweiier in Boats, 
and the firft Tranfport of Soldiers fucceeded 
very well, by taking fome of the Enemy’s 
Redouts ; but a thick Fog arifiog, they could 
not be fupported, fo that they were driven 
back, ard many of them killed or drowned ; 
which Mifcarriage obliged the Auffrians to 
abendon the Poft they had taken above Fort 
Mortier, but they fill keep Poffeffion of the 
Ifland, and the French have not yet been able 
to demolith their Bridge. Tho’ the French 
Gazettes beaft much of the Advantage they 
giined upon this Occafion, the Aufrians fay, 
they loft but about sco Men, and that the 
Enemy loft a much greater Number, Let- 
ters from feveral Places by the laft Mai) fay, 
that Prince Charles has fince aétually pafied 
the Rbine with his whole Army ; but for a 
Confirmation and particular Account of this 
we muft wait til] our next. 

Baron Trerct, in the Exeurfionms he has 
made with his Pandeures into Alface, has 
pobdlithed the following Manifefto, viz. 

We, Francis, Baron of Trenck, Colonel of 
the Body of Pandoure:, and Commandant of 
the Town and Citadel of Brifac, Gignify to 
all who hall fee thefe Prefents: 

That, as Divine Providence has been 
pleas’d to revenge the Caufe of her Majefty 
the Queen of Hungary and Bobemia, my moft 
gracious Sovereign and Lady, and to déliver 
ker Domisions from the sumerous Armies 


At the fame Time Prince 
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that came to invade them ; which p; 

to hope that the Divine Jufice will ee 
her in her Defigns, which tend to hetoe 
her the Satisfaction and Lndemv ification ; ; 
are due to her for al! the Violences and Ex. 
actions that her Enemies have exercifed ip her 
Dominions, to the great Damnage of her pood 
and faithful Subjeéts : And her faid M:x 
having fent me with my B dy of Pandoures tg 
this City and Fortrefs ( Bri/ac) in orcer ty pee 
netrate into the Enemy's Country, and lay ig 
under Contribution ; yet without any Ite 
tion to ruin the Inhabitants of a P ovine 
which was once a Part of her Anc fors Doe 
mioions, and for which fhe fiill has a great 
Kindnefs : 

Therefore, being charg’d to forewarn the 
Inhabjtants of the Danger that threaten: § 
them, and fhew them the Means to avoid it, 
we declare and publith, by thefe Prefents, 
that all the Communities, Towns aod Vil- 
Jages, Gituate along the Rbine, that thail fend 
us Deputies to pay the Contribution of 39 
Florins of the Empire, which we lay upen 
them for every Houle or Mefluage in Ajen, 
fhall be treated in a friendly Manner, and 
maintain’d in the foll and peaceable Potlefiion 
of their Effates and Effects ; whereas fuck as 
thal} not conform to this Declaration, will 
feel the utmoft Severitics of War, and expole 
themfelves, their Houfes and Lands, to be 
deftroy’d by Fire and Sword, Ge,—Tou, 
well as Col, Mentzel’s Manifefto, bad better 
been let alore, till Prince Charles ot Lorram 
had got over the Rbine ; becaufe, if be 
thould mifearry in bis Fnterprize, the pod- 
lithing of fuch Manifefto’s, tho’ by no greater 
Men than Colonels, muft lay the Court a 
Vienna open to many RefleGions. 

The Army of the Allies having marched 
to a Camp mark’d out for them at Wm, 
continued there till the 25th Infant, 4.5. 
when the Britifo, Apfirian, Hanoverian, 2nd 
Heffian Troops marched to Frantinios’, and 
next Day they marched to » Camp ne 
Spire, which is very near the French Lists 
upon the River Queich; but upon their Ap 
proach, we are told, the Frercb quitted thoie 
Lines, and retired to others behiod Lands 
upon the River Lauter, which they - 
now in their Front, but have thereby #7" 
Landau to the Danger of a Siege, if 
Allies think fit to undertake it. Whilf the 
Allied Army was in their Camp 2 Wem, 
the Dutch Troops arsived and encomes 
themfelves over-againft the Allies 0p?

Majefty, the Queen of Hangay, *. 
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King of Sardinia, by which her Hungarian 
Maiefty has made fuch Ceffions to his Sardi- 
sign Maiefty, as will, it is hoped, fecure his 
Afifance during the Continuance of this 
War, Ani in the fame Period, wz. on the 
ad of this Month, a Treaty of Marriage, 
t weee her Royal Highnefs the Princefs 
Lwifz and the Prince Royal of Denmark, 
was fined there, by the Right Hon. the 
Lord Carteret and his Excellency the Baron de 
Sintbal, Ambaffador Extraordinary from the 
King of Denmark ; fo that, it feems, we lofe 
no Time, for that which is not employed in 
Fighting is employed im Negotiating and 
Treating ; and among other Accounts of this 
Kind, it is faid, that the French have offered 
to retore Lorrain upon the Condition of Tu/- 
cary's being given to Don Pbilip, but this 
flands in need of Confirmation. 

Auguft the 20th. The Garifon of Ingol- 
fadt beat a Parley, and offered to furrender 
upon Terms, which were at laft thus fettled, 
That the Place thould be furrendered to her 
Hungarian Majefty’s Troops on the 1ft of 
Oasber, if not relieved before that Time by 
the Emperor ; and that the Garifon thould 
march out with all the Honours of War ; 
but that all the Artillery and Ammunition, 
whether Bavarian or French, and likewile 
the Emperor's Family Archives, which were 
fume Time fince conveyed thither, fhould re- 
main in the Poffeffion of the Queen of Hun- 
gery. When this Place is furrendered, her 
Majefy will then have the whole and entire 
Poifeffion of all the Emperor's Territories ; 
and upon the 18th of this Month, N. S. the 
States and Subjeéts of Bawaria took an Oath 
of Allegiance to her Hungarian Majefly as 
their Sovereign ; but at their Requeft the 
Oath was drawn up thus: * We promife Fide- 
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© lity and Obedience to her Majeity the Queen 
* of Hungary and Bobemia, fo long ae the 
 thall be in Poffeffion of the Bawarian Dow 
* minions.” Upon this the Emperor has bee 
gun again to beilir himéfelf a little; for his 
General Count Seckendorff difperfed circular 
Letters through all Bavaria againft People’s 
taking this Oath; and his Imperial Majefty 
ftill refufes to come to any final Accommo- 
dation with the Queen of Hungary, which 
Refufal he may perhaps be confirmed ia by a 
Vifit he has lately received at Francfort from 
the King of Prujia; efpecially if this Cam- 
paign fhould pafs over without obtaining avy 
fignal Advantage againft the French, 

The Garifon of Egra at laft agreed to the 
Terms of Capitulation infifted on by her 
Hungarian Majefty, which were to furrender 
Prifoners of War, but to be allowed to keep 
their Baggage, and upon Condition they 
fhould not be fent Prifoners to Hungary, but 
into Bobemia; and upon the 27th of laft 
Month one of the Gates of that City was 
put into the Poffeffion of the Aufirtans, and 
the Place was to be entirely evacuated by the 
zr. 

Auguft the 29th. The Pope held two 
Confiftories, in the firft of which his Holi- 
nefs promoted but one Perfon to the Dignity 
of Cardinal, who by his having had the Ho- 
nour of being thus promoted by himfelf, 
muftbe fome Perfon of great Eminence, but 
who it is, remains as yet an impenetrable 
Secret. In the fecond Confiftory his Holi- 
nefs promoted no lefs than 24 Perfons to that 
Dignity, the laft of whom was the Duke de 
Gravina Orfini, Nephew to the late Pope 
BenediG X1il. who embraced the Ecclefiafti- 
cal State after the Death of his Wife, the 
Princefs Rufpols, .
